FIRST PAKT. 


Written far the Gettysburg Compiler. 


Thirty years had passed since the death 


!i«£ Ju«t ot Columbus, and during that time con- 


tinued efforts for geographical informa- 
tion were made, but it was not until 
about the end of that period that it be- 
gan to dawn on the world that a great 
continent was inteiposed as a substan- 
tial and independent barrier in the track 
to India. It took nearly a half century 
more before men generally recognized 
the fact, and then in many cases it was 
accepted with the reservation of a possi- 
ble Asiatic connection at the extreme 
north. It was sometliing more than two 
hundred and twenty years from the 
death of Columbus before thatseverance 
at the north was incontestably establish- 
ed by the voyage of Vitus Behring, a 
Danish navigator, and a hundred and 
thirty years longer before at last the con- 
tour of the northern coast of the con- 
tinent was established by the proof of 
the long sought northwest passage by 
Captain McClure, in 1850. 


Two years after the death of Colum- 


bus, 
we find maps which have particular 


reference to the new geographical de- 
velopments of the age. These show the 
African coast discoveries of the Portu- 
guese, with the discoveries of Marco 
Polo towards the East. In connection 
with these maps it ,=eems the same ma- 
terial which Behaim bad used in bis 
globe, had also been accessible to others. 
One of these latter has a legend on the 
sea between Iceland and Greenland, 
saying that an island situated there was 
burned up in 1456. This statement has 
been connected by some with another 
contained in the Sagas, that from an 
island in this channel both Greenland 
and Iceland could be seen: we also learn 
from another legend that Portuguese 
vessels had pushed down the South 
American coast to JO-south latitude, 
but the historians of these early voyages 
' ave been unable to say who the pioneers 


him to correct the few strange errors in 
the printed text. For Arnericns had 
died as Columbus had died, without ever 
having suspected the real sigiflcance of 
the discoveries in which he had been 
concerned. 


The first expedition on which Vespu- 


cius embarked in the capacity of astron- 
omer or pilot, sailed from Cadiz, in the 
survice of Spain, May lOlh, 1497, and re- 
turned October loth, 1498, after having 
explored a coast s>> long as to seem un- 
questionably that of a Continent. This 
voyage was concerned with, parts of 
America not visile J again until 1513 and 
1517. It discovered nothing that was 
calculated to invest it with much import- 
ance in Spain. Outside of Spain, how- 
ever, it came to attract more attention, 
but in an unfortunate way, for a slight 
but very serious error in proof-reading 
or editing, in the most important of the 
Latin versions which caused it after a 
while to be practically identified with 
the second voyage, made two years later. 


This error consisted it seems by chang- 


ing or altering one word or proper name 
of a place visited by Americus on his 
first voyage. In the original of Vespu- 
cius' letter to his former school mate, 
Soderini, there occurs a word Lar'mlt: 
in the Latin version it has become 
Paricu,. This looks like an injudicious 
editing on the part of the translator, or 
it may be a case of careless proof reading. 
Lariab is a queer looking word. A 
scholar in his study among the moun- 
tains of Lorraine may be excused per- 
haps for not being able to make any- 
thing of it. 
1C he had happened to be 


acquainted with the language of the 
Iluastccas, who dwelt at that time about 
the river Panuco in Mexico—a fierce 
tribe and dreaded enemies of their south- 
ern neighbors, the Aztecs—he would 
have known that names of places in that 
region were apt to end in nb, very much

"H'hile it is a fact that central and 


northern Europe got its cartographical 
knowledge of the Sew World almost 
wholly from Portugal, owing, perhaps, 
to the exertions of Spain to preserve their 
explorer's secrets, we do not find a single 
engraved Portuguese map of the early 
yeais of this period of discovery. There 
is abundant evidence of the non-com- 
municative policy of Spain. This secre- 
tiveness was understood at the time, in 
1527. 
Sir Humphry Gilbert, in his dis- 


coveries, complained, as well as others, 
tfldt tltis injunction was later laid by 
Portugal. The cabinets in which Spain 
preserved these maps were in charge of 
the royal cosmographer, who alone kept 
the key. There exists a document by 
which one of the companions of Magel- 
lan was put under a penalty of two thou- 
sand ducats not to disclose the route he 
traversed in that famous voyage. We 
know Columbus endeavored to conceal 
the route of his final voyage, in wliich 
he reached the coast of Veragna. 


In several maps of nearly equal date, 


1507 to 1513, the question of a Strait 
leading to theAsiaticseas, which Colum- 
bus had spent so much energy in trying 
to find during his last voyage, is treated 
diffeiently. But the belief in such a 
strait in due time was fixed, and linger- 
ed even beyond the time when Coraz 
showed, to his apparent satisfaction, 
that there was no ground for it. But 
the most striking and significant of all 
the literary movements which grew out 
of the new oceanic developments was 
that which gave a name to the Xew 
World, and has left a continent, which 
Columbus unwittingly found, the mon- 
ument of another's fame. 


Amerigo Vespucci, [the full name is 


spelled almost a dozen different ways] 
was born at Florence, Italy, in 14-52, 
The family was old and respectable, and 
had been wealthy. At sometime, if not 
in his early years, he acquired an excel- 
lent and practical knowledge of astron- 
omy, 
aud in the art of calculating lati- 


tudes and longitudes he became an 
expert unsurpassed by any of his con- 
temporaries. After his school days were 
over, he was taken into tho great com- 
mericial house of the Medici, and seems 
to have led an uneventful life at Flor- 
ence until he waa nearly forty years of 
age. The Medici had important busi- 
ness interests in Spain, and at same time, 
between the years 1489 and 1491, they 
sent Vespucius to Barcelona as their con- 
fidential agent. Early in 1493 Americus 
seems to have formed some sort of con- 
nection with the Florentine commercial 
house of Juanoto Berardi, of Seville. 
Berardi was a friend of Columbus and 
was employed by the Crown of Spain in 


as English names of towns are apt to 
end in ham and Persian names of coun- 
tries in ttan. We cannot much blame 
the translator if he felt that the word 
Lariab needed doctoring. Farias (L'aria) 
was known to be the native name of a 
region on the western shores of the At- 
lantic, and so Lariab became Parias. 
As the distance between the two places 
is mote than two thousand miles, this 
little emendation shifted the scene of the 
first voyage beyond all recognition, and 
cast the whole subject into an outer 
darkness. 


Another cunouj circumstance came in 


to confirm this error. On this first voy- 
age, shortly befoie arriving at Lariab, 
Vespuciussaw an Indian town built ove: 


Belgium's Revolution. 


During the past several weeks Belgium 


has been the scene of a political revolu- 
tion unexampled in the history of the 
world. In some of its aspects it resem- 
bled the French Keign of Terror, that 
mighty upheaving of human passions and 
human wrongs, and which even now 
makes the blood run cold. The French 
revolution reached its objective point 
through the blood of its enemies, the 
Belgian through the fears and weakness- 
es of its opponents. 


Belgium has a population of 6,000,000 


souls, of these but 120,000 have exercised 
the right of suffrage, they electing the 
representatives who ruled the nation. 


In the rapid progress of civilization 


and the equalization of human rights 
this could not last, and the spring of '93 
has seen it overthrown. 


Discontent had been rife for some 


years, and when the present Chamber of 
Deputies met nine months ago the masses 
confidently expected the change would 
be effected. The time for its dissolution 
was drawing near and nothing had been 
done, miumurs were arising on all sides, 
but the Chamber heeded them not. The 
murmurs increased to mutterings and 
imprecations, the workmen, 1,000,000 
strong, quitted their work, collected in 
knots and excitedly discussed the situa- 
tion. Still the Chamber moved not. The 
government, trembling for its very exist- 
ence, ordered police and soldiers to ren- 
dezvous at centres of industry. The Ki ng 
was commonly reputed to favor the ex- 
tension of the franchise, but who could 
tell wheie that mighty torrent would 
stop when once set in motion. It might 
reach the throne aud shake the scepter 
from his band.

the water, "like Venice." But such 
villages were afterwards seen on the 
Gulf of Maracaibo, and one of them was 
called Venezuela, or "Little Venice," a 
nan e since spread over a territory near- 
ly twice as large as France. So the 
amphibious town described by Vespu- 
cius was incontinently moved to ilaia- 
caiho, as if that style of building had 
not been common enough in many ages 
and in many parts of the earth, from 
ancient Switzerland to Modern Siam. 


Thus, in spite of the latitudes and 


longitudes distinctly stated by Vespu- 
cius in his letter, did Lariab and the lit- 
tle wooden Venice get shifted from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the northern coast of 
South America. 


There is no question that Vespucius 


in his second voyage, with Ojida for cap- 
tain, did sail along that coast, visiting 
the Gulfs of Pariaandiraracaibo. This 
was in the summer of I4't9, one year 
after a part of the same coast had been 
visited by Columbus. Hence in a later 
period, long after the actors in these 
scenes had been gathered unto their 
fathers, and when people had begun to 
wonder how the Is en- World could ever 
have come to be called America instead 
of Columbia, it was suggested that the 
flist voyage described by Vespucius 
must be merely a clumsy and fictitious 
duplicate of the second, aud that he in- 
vented it and thrust it back from 149!J to 
1497, 
in order that he might be accred- 


ed with the "discovery of the continent" 
one year in advance of his friend Colum- 
bus. It was assumed that he must have 
written his letter to Soderiui with the 
base intention of supplanting his friend, 
and that the shabby device was success- 


ful. 
This explanation seemed so simple 


and intelligible that it became quite 
generally adopted, and it be its ground 
uatil the subject began to be u-id'caHv 
studied and Alexander Von Ilumbolt 
showed, about sixty years ago, that the 
first naming of America occurred in no 
such way as had been supposed.

The knots became crowds, the wheels 


of industry were stopped and the nation 
held its breath in suspense. The crowds 
united and became mobs, parades march- 
ed through the cities, disorder and riots 
prevailed. 
Brussels, Mons, Antwerp, 


Gratnmont witnessed conflicts between 
the strikers and the gendarmes. The 
rioters armed with clubs, stones, bottles 
and other missiles and incited and urged 
on by the women, who with disheveled 
hair and bared breasts, weie otten in the 
thickest of the fray, met the bayonets 
and lead of the soldiers, sometimes vic- 
torious, ofttimes defeated. 


All this was not without effect on the 


Chamber which, composed of cowardly 
aristocrats, now witli unseemly haste 
proceeded to comply with demands when 
backed by t!ic power and might of the 
people, which for two long > ears they 
steadily and stolidly refused even to con- 
sider. 


On Tuesday week while a mob of un- 


numbered thousands stood in the streets 
of Brussels facing the troops converging 
*t the Parliament House the lower 
Chamber met; the members were pro- 
foundly impiessed and even awed by the 
aspect and the determination on the faces 
of the workmen, the committee was 
forced to report and brought in a bill ex- 
tending the suffrage to all citizens above 
25 with an additional vote for heads of 
families and another for those possessing 
educational qualifications. The debate 
was brief and the vote was 110 in favor 
to 1-2 against it. The result was re- 
ceived with universal satisfaction, the 
crowd dispersed and returned to their 
homes. The people had won. The wires 
canied the tidings to other cities, and 
thioughout the kingdom peace and tran- 
quil ity again reigned. The strength and 
energy of the nation, so lately readv to 
immolate itself on the alter of liberty, 
returned to its accustomed channel and 
hereafter the nation will govern itself 
King Leopold, by timely cencessions and 
his generally believed liberalism, has re- 
tained his crown, but in a kingly sense it 
is riot worth the wearing. The people 
are the sovereigns. 


The loss of life was inconsiderable 


when compared with the results achiev- 
ed, aud one more nation is on the hi"h- 
wayof republicanism and selt'-govern- 
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IJtting out ships for Atlantic voyages. 
In December, 1495, Berardi died, aud 
Vespucius took his place and fulfilled 
what remained uncompleted of the eon- 
tiact and sundry obligations growing out 
of it. 


From the above facts the statement 


often made, that Vespucius took part in 
fitting out the second voyage of Colum- 
bus is quite probable. He can hardly 
have failed to become acquainted with 
Columbus in the summer of 1493, if he 
had not known him before. The rela- 
tions between them seems always to 
have been most cordial; and after the 
Admiral's death his SODS seem to have 
continued to hold the Florentine naviga- 
tor in high esteem. 


Our information concerning Americus 


Vespucius, from the early part of the 
year 1496 until after his return from the 
Portuguese to the Spanish service, rests 
primarily upon Ins two letters; one ad- 
dressed to bis old patron Lorenzo De 
Medici, a cousin to Lorenzo the Magnif- 
icent—and written in March or April, 
1503, giving an account of his third voy- 
age; the other addressed to his old school 
fellow, Piero Soderini and dated from 
Lisbon, September 4th, 1504, giving a 
brief account of four voyages which had 
been made under various commanders 
in the capacity of astronomer or pilot. 
These letters became speedily popular, 
and many editions were published, more 
especially in France, Germany and Italy.

THE rales for the government of 


Democratic Primaries adopted by the 
County Committee at its recent meet- 
ing have been the subject of considera- 
ble advene comment by the press and 
by members of the party in various 
sections of our county. It is true the 
3d Bale as adopted is a radical depart- 
ure from the system under which our 
primaries have heretofore been held, 
and may have been passed without ma- 
ture deliberation or a thorough under- 
standing of its effect. If such be the 
case, and it be deemed hurtful to the 
welfare of the party in this county, the 
rules should be modified in the future by 
the County Committee or Convention, 
and our Republican contemporaries need 
feel no elation over what they think the 
prospect of intestine trouble in the 
Democratic ranks. 


Our Judicial District. 


The Senate has passed the Judicial 


apportionment bill erecting Adams into 
a single district. The bill now goes to 
the House for its action. The change 
in the present district is owing to the 
efforts of Senator Critchfiekl, of Somer- 
set county, a member of the Judicial 
Committee, who is being manipulated 
by a couple ambitious politicians of Ful- 
ton county. The change, though dis- 
tasteful to the people of Fulton, is the 
result of "political pulls" of Messrs. 
Alexander and McGovern. 


The following taken from the Fulton 


Democrat shows the feeling among the 
people: 


Senator Critchfield, of Somerset coun- 
ty, is making strenuous efforts to have 
Fulton county hitched onto the Somer- 
set and Bedford Judicial district, though 
he must know that such action is not 
desired by the people of this county. 
But that he should be governed ir his 
actions by the wishes of his constituents, 
particularly those of Fulton county in 
tbe light of his contemptuous reference 
a year or two ago to this as but a "half a 
county," is not to be expected; Critch- 
field has but a selfish motive in his action 
in this matter; he represents Critchfield 
only. He seeks a nomination and it is 
generally believed, ard not without some 
evidence, that Alexander and J'cGov- 
ern, who are in favo- of putting our 
county with Somerset and Bedford, have 
promised r-'-n the conferees of this coun- 
ty if he succeeds in his effort. Alexan- 
der and McGovern also krow that this 
is not desired by the great majority of 
our pt aple. They top, have so ne selfish 
purpose to subserve in stoop1-"? to such 
political bargain and sale. A'exander 
was a» Harrkburg on the 13th inst, and 
was quite busy, ard there is no doubt 
that it was in furtherance of this scheme. 
If there was no other evidence of a polit- 
ical trick in it, except the fact t"ia: 
Alexander and McGovern want it, that 
fact alone would sat'sfy everyone wno 
knows them that it is apolitical trie':. 
The past record of these men in the 
county discredits everything of a politi- 
cal nature to which they give aid or 
assent. It is so in this case. Will pur 
people tamely submit to such political 
trading and themselves and their rights 
the subject of the trade ? 


State Legislature. 


The Governor returned on Monday 


without his approval House bill provid- 
ing for the expenses of school directors 
in attending the triennial convention to 
elect the county superintendent. 
In 


giving his reasons for vetoing the bill, 
the Governor said that tbis duty has al- 
ways been performed without compensa- 
tion, and the fundamental principles un- 
derlying our common school system re- 
quired the service to be gratuitous. 


The following bills passed finally in 


the House: Constituting Jefferson and 
Lebanon counties separate judicial dis- 
tricts; providing that voters shall cast 
their ballots at polling places inside the 
election district in which they are dom- 
iciled, and making it the duties of Courts 
of Common Pleas and Sheriffs to carry 
out the provisions of the same. 


Among others the Governor signed 
the following bills and they are now Taws 
of the Commonwealth: Providing foi 
the licensing and regulation of lying hos- 
pitals; preventing county superintend- 
ents of common schools from teaching 
during their term of office, unless it be 
done without compensation; providing 
that municipal corporations shall not be 
required to file aMdavits of defense in 
actions of assnmpsit. 


The following bills passed the Senate 


finally: Authorizing the obtaining of 
marriage licenses in the county in which 
either of the contracting parties resides; 
empowering Councils of boroughs to in- 
crease from $10 to $100 per month the 
maximum fee to be charged for the 
licensing of transient retail merchants; 
changing Labor Day from the first Mon- 
day to the first Saturday in September; 
authorizing the trial of issues of fact on 
tbe statement and affidavits of defense: 
extending the Mechanics'Lien law to 
those concerned in setting curbstones 
and laying pavement's: authorizing the 
Governor to appoint a commission, con- 
sisting of nine citizens, to examine into 
and make report upon the causes of the 
pollution of tbe sources of water siippl> 
of cities, boroughs and townships, and 
making an appropriation of 32-3,000 there- 
for; authorizing the Courts to appoint 
three viewers from each county through 
which a railroad may propose to run to 
assess damages to property; increasing 
the salary of the Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction from $2,500 to S3,50d; 
authorizing county auditors to employ 
counsel while auditing the accounts ol 
county officers, and allowing the audi- 
tors extra compensation lor extraordi- 
nary services. 


The Governor's veto of the bill requir- 


ing the practice of physical culture in 
the public schools was sustained by a 
vote of 18 to 16. 


The Governor sent to the Senate the 


name of George M. Cresswell to be As- 
sociate Judge of Huntingdon county. 
He was confirmed. 


Our Washington letter. 


WASHINGTON, April 28, 1893. 


Editor of Compiler: Hurrah for the 


Democratic administration! It has prov- 
en itself to be the master, not the serv- 
ant, of "Wall street, and the government 
still lives, and the Treasury continues 
and will continue to pay out gold to all 
who may desire it for Treasury notes. 
A greater financial triumph was never 
achieved by any administration, 
It 


marks the beginning of a new era, in 
which the President of the United States 
and his Cabinet will dictate our national 
financial policy instead of having it done 
from Wall street, as it has been done al- 
ready too long for the good of the coun- 
try. The Wall street crowd invited the 
knock-down blow they received. Seeing 
that bankers all over the country were 
following the lead of those of the South 
West in furnishing the Treasury with 
gold, the Wall streeters got together and 
formulated a proposition in which they 
agreed to furnish the Treasury with 
from" $30,000,000 to $50,000,000 in gold, 
but the proposition had a string tied to 
it in the shape of a proviso that bonds 
should be issued for their gold. Other 
bankers turned their gold into the Treas- 
ury without question, because of their 
confidence in the government, which 
they thought in need of the gold to tide 
over A temporary difficulty, bnt the Wall 
street Shylocks wanted their pound of 
flesh in the shape of interest on the 
bonds to be iisued befoie they would 
trrn loose the gold lying idle in their 
vaults. It did not take President Cleve- 
land and the Cabinet three minutes to 
formulate an indignant refusal, which 
was wired to New York. Later, anoth- 
er proposition, less exacting, was receiv- 
ed, but it also was promptly rejected. 
It must by this time be evident to eveu 
the most obtuse observe- that the finan- 
cial motto of this administration is, ''Uo 
Wall street domination." 


The present condition of the Treasury 


is, under the circumstances, satisfactory, 
and if the offers of gold conl'nue to be 
as freely made as they have been for the 
past week it is believed that there will 
be no necessity for the issue of bonds, and 
even if the demand for gold shall con- 
t'jnue to increase, the reserve fund, at 
P'csent intact, will be drawn upon to 
meet it until it becomes certain that it 
will be exhausted, before boi ds will be 
if sued. President Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Carlisle are both fully determined 
that no beads shall be issued until it 
shall have been fu"y demonstrated that 
nothing else will furnish the relief need- 
ed, and many believe that if th,it shall 
be sho*Tithe matter will be submitted 
to Congress a. an extra session, before 
bonds in j issued.

Review of the Navies. 


The war ships representing the (treat 


naval powers of the world rendezvoused at 
Hampton Roads, and forming in two col- 
umns ieft on Monday week for New York. 
The port column, commanded by Bear Ad- 
miral Gherardi, TJ. S. N., consisted of the 
United States, Argentina, Holland and Ger- 
man vessels. The starboard column was 
made np of Great Britain, Rnssia, France, 
Italy, Spain and Brazil, commanded by 
Vice-Admiral Sir John Hopkins, of Great 
Britain. 


The voyage from Hampton Hoads was a 


splendid success. The combined fleet in 
two columns, with the bottle-green little 
torpedo boat Gushing tossing like a <ork un- 
der the pott quarter of the Philadelphia, 
passed out to sea under a cloudless sky. 


On one side was the long white line of 


the Yankee cruisers punctuated at equal dis- 
tances by little reaches of bine water. On 
the opposite side, as cavalrymen often ride 
on our treeless plains out West, was the 
foreign column of ships, mainly black. The 
fleets moved at tbe rate of ten knots an 
hour, travelled 270 miles and arrived in 
New York harbor Wednesday afternoon. 


While the warships in stately parade and 


viewed by multitudes of people wore passing 
up to their anchorage beneath the peaceful 
Palisades, there was beiug unveiled in Bat- 
tery Park the statne of John Ericsson, the 
inventor, 
whose 
genius 
revolnt ionized 


marine architecture and modern naval war- 
fare in one of the darkest bonrs of ihe Civil 
War. 
The statne is of bronze, 8 feet 3 


inches high, and rests upon a pedestal of 
Qaincy granite 8 feet 9 inches high. As 
the Philadelphia reached Liberty Island the 
big iron-clad monitor Miantonomoh, which 
lay between the Barge Office and Governor's 
Island, fired a salute of 21 gnus in honor of 
the unveiling of the Ericsson statue. It 
was very timely, for it sainted the fleet ft 
well. 


The great naval fair of the nations held in 


honor of America's bold discoverer culmi- 
nated Thursday in a demonstration more 
spectacular, more noisy and more remark- 
able in many other respects than anything 
of the kind recorded in modern history. 


The day dawned amid a driving ruin that 


sent a chill through pleasure-seeking Gotha- 
mites and the hosts of visitors that packed 
her hotels or planned wholesale invasion by 
train. A chilly northwest wind added to 
the discomfort, and some hundred thousand 
people who had arranged to view the great 
marine spectacle were grievously diaap 
pointed, and President Cleveland postponed 
tbe parade from 10 to 1 o'clock.

We, tbe Grand Jurors at the April Sessions 


1893, respectiutly make tlie following renort' 
That we have passed upon twelve bills of in'. 
dictmeat, eight of which we found true bliu 
and four ignored. 


We visited the Jail and found U well kent 
and in good order, reflecting credit upon our 
Sheriff but find the yard wall in aa unsafe 
condition. 


In punmanoe to petition asking the Grand 
Jury to visit the Alms-house we visited the 
Alms-house and inspected the buildings thor- 
oughly and found them to be in the best con- 
dition, kept neat and clean, that everythibs 
that it la possible to do has been and Is belae 
done for the comfort and welfare of the iu- 
mates, for which the Directors of the Poor, the 
Steward and employes are entitled to much 
credit. We specially inquired into the condi- 
tion of the building kuown as the Hospital 
building, and found that the quarters of the 
keeper of building are small and cdhniied, that 
all the rooms ot tlie building are occupied by 
Inmates, that tnere is no room in the buildlus 
for parties that may at any time be committed 
That we are of the opinion that the county is 
In great and Immediate need of an additional 
budding in connection with building known 
as the Hospital building. That we advise the 
early erection of each an additional building 
to the Hospital building as shall be large 
enough and sufficient to answer the needs of 
the county and its Increasing population for 
years to come.

single mistake made m the selection of 
an animal for breeding purposes maj 
cause years of labor to correct 


—It Is not worth the -while to grow a 


crop of 8>rn unless you intend to save 
the whole of it when the crop is ma- 
tured. Those who leave the fodder ex- 
posed in the fields during the •winter 
will not be satisfied with their profits 
from corn 
The gram is not the whole 


of a corn crop 


—There is one important matter con- 


nected with growing potatoes, and that 
s the freedom of the seed from dis- 
ease. The seed tubers will impart to 
the crop any disease with which they 
may be affected, and the most careful 
examination of the seed should be made 
before buying or planting It is best 
to endeavor to procure seed from some 
section that is known to be exempt from 
potato disease, and the seed, when cut, 
should be steeped for half an hour in a 
solution made by dissolving a pound of 
bluesto&e and a pound of copperas in 
10 gallons of boiling water 


—The best way to feed the ivhey that 


comes from tbe creameries is to use it 
for moistening ground grain If the 
pigs are fed with whey and gram, once 
or twice a day, and also permitted to 
have plenty of green closer, they will 
grow rapidly, and produce poik at as 
little cost as by any jther method of 
feeding. 


—The protection against diought af- 


forded to some crops by others has been 
noticed by many scientists A clover 
field on the south, or southwest of a 
strawberry patch, will ser\e to protect 
the strawberry plants to some extent 
by preventing the air from being in that 
dry condition so noticeable wheu the 
land is bare of vegetation 


—Experimental plots show that enor- 


mous yields can be secured by the use 
of large amounts of feitilizeis and gn 
ing extra care It is true that no field 
has yet given the coi.iparahve jields 
that have been secured from small plots, 
hut as long as increased yields can be 
obtained on plots of limited area the 
fact stands forth that the same results 
are possible on larger areas 


—Sheep will tat many plants that 


•would not be touched by tattle, and are 
capable of preventing the growth of 
many weeds if turned on a field for that 
purpose. It is not profitable to attempt 
to keep sheep by competing them to 
seek their food irom such sources, yet 
it will be found an advantage to use 
the sheep as weed destroyers, not over 
looking the ration that should be pro- 
vided for them at night, however. 


—No farmer can arrive at a correct 


knowledge of his profit from the stock 
unless he knows something of the value 
of the manure obtained, and his esti- 
mate of the worth of the manure must 
be largely governed by the quality of the 
food provided the animals, as well as by 
the condition of the manure and the 
manner in -which it has been managed 


—It will not piy to buy a thorough- 


bred male and treat it as is usual with 
the scrub. A thoroughbred animal can 
be starved and become of but little value 
all well as any other kind, hence, in 
order to derm tbe best results atten- 
tion must be mven to the details of 
management of good stock 


—Whenever any building is white- 


washed use plenty of lime, and applj 
the whitewash freely, Give tvv o or three 
applications, and it will hold its color 
until next season. 


—An Illinois fruit grower near Sparta, 


last year produced 2,000 bushels of 
blackberries on 10 ares, for which he re 
ceived $5,500, and he secures as much as 
250 bushels of the Warfield strawberry 
on an acre, Kich soil, plenty of manure 
and fertilizer, with clean cultivation, 
gave the results stated, and though the 
outlay is an important factor yet the 
profits are correspondingly as large 


— When you make underdrams be 


sure also to make a map locating per- 
fectly that they can be found for re- 
pairing without so much digging 


—For people who are foiced to put 


up with limited resources, and are un- 
able to do very hard work, there is 
hardly any occupation than can be un- 
dertaken so readily as poultry raising 
If they get good varieti a and know or 
will learn how to operate them properly, 
a comfortable living can be made out of 
the business almost anv where 


— A half-acre fruit and vegetable gar- 


den, well cared for as a market garden, 
is worth from WOO to $200 to any intel- 
ligent farmer's family m this State, and 
yet many farmers say they hav eu't time 
to attend to a garden 


—A Wisconsin dairyman doubled the 


average butter product of his herd m 
one year by giving each cow a distinct 
test and disposing of the poor ones, 
with some improvement in feeding The 
modern dairy gospel claims to produce 
such results. 


—It pays to have sharp tools, even if 


you have to stop on jour busiest day to 
sharpen them But a wise farmer puts 
his tools in order on rainy days
